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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 39-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
EP937533A1 in view of Applicant's Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) in view of USPN 
6,353,203 to Hokodate et al an in view of US200201 13218A1 to Okumura et al. 
EP937533A1 describes (Derwent Abstract "Novelty" and EP937533A1 Figure 1) a laser 
drilling method comprising "using an optical sensor to monitor light... the optical sensor 
is positioned out of the line of axis of the laser beam". AAPA discloses (Specification, 
Pages 1-4, Background of the Invention) well known laser marking systems and the 
known need for a flexible, economical, high-speed marking system. Hokodate et al 
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describe (column 1, Technical Field) "a laser machining device for drilling, cutting, or 
marking a material of a printed circuit board, a semiconductor chip or the like". 
Okumura et al describe [0017] known alignment technique of "scanning two separated 
points on the flat portion of the wafer held on the stage and two points on the circular 
peripheral edge of the wafer". The use of a known laser drilling method having optical 
sensors located disjoint from an optical axis of the laser marking beam for high 
resolution marking would have been obvious at the time applicant's invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art because the method is known in the fields of 
substrate positioning and laser machining. The instant claimed receiving, imaging, 
locating, calculating, generating, and setting steps which are prior to the "generating ... 
a focused laser marking beam" are well known in chip marking because the edge or 
separating areas on the chip are useful for locating the laser markings. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Noddin et al and JP09248688A describe both laser drilling and 
marking in circuit manufacture processes. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
